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Check it out 

Library steps into computer age

As part of planned automa- 
tion efforts, the Romulus Pub- 
lic Library is now issuing com- 
puterized library cards. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally re- 
ceived the first new card from 
the library last Monday, and 
since then at least 50 other pat- 
rons have gotten cards. 

The cards are part of a large- 
scale library automation sys- 
tem called the Geac System. 

The Geac System was de- 
veloped by Geac Computers In- 
ternational, a Canadian-based 
company that provides sys- 
tems to Canada, England, and 
12 of the United States, includ- 
ing Michigan. 

The Wayne Oakland Library 
Federation (WOLF), o! which 
Romulus Library is a member, 
has used the system since the 
mid 1970s. 

The system is designed to 
make book borrowing speedier 
and more efficient. This is done 
by issuing a library card with a 
bar-coded (computerized num- 
ber) label to each patron. Each 
library book will also have a 
bar-coded label. When a patron 
checks out a book, the compu- 
ter will associate the person's 
computerized number with the 
book's number, 

A light wand is run across the 
bar code in the book and in- 
formation flashes on the com- 
puter terminal and tells the 
librarian whether or not there 
is a hold on the book. The wand 
is then run across the library 
card and the information is 
transferred from the book. 
When the book is returned the 
information is erased. 

The Geac system has other 
advantages also. “There will 
be much better inventory con- 
trol, and we should be able to 
deliver reserve books and in- 
terloan books to patrons fas- 
ter/’ said Diane Hazen, direc- 
tor of Romulus Public Library. 

The new system will also be 
able to search files and deter- 


mine what books are out and 
when they should be returned. 
The computer wiF also auto- 
matically send out late slips to 
patrons with overdue books. 

‘Tm all for it and can't wait 
until it's (operational)/' Hazen 
said, “For a library with a 
small staff (three librarians) it 
is a tremendous help/ 1 

The system will also give the 
librarians a better picture of 
how the library is being used. 
The computer can request sta- 
tistical information from the 
files and determine w r hat kinds 
of books are most frequently 
borrowed and what authors are 
the popular among book bor- 
row' ers. These statistics, 
according the Hazen, will be 
used to help build a buying plan 
and determine where to allo- 
cate money. 

The Geac System will even- 
tually include all 59 members 
of WOLF, most of whom 
already are automated or in 
the process of being auto- 
mated. 


The system in Romulus, 
which is being funded by the 
city, will take up to 1 1/2 years 
to become fully operational 

At the present time, the libra- 
rians are working to bar code 
the library's 50,000 books while 
they await the arrival of two 
computer terminals. 

WOLF headquarters offi 
cials have volunteered to put 
the names of the Romulus Lib- 
rary card holders into the main, 
computer until the terminals 
arrive. 

Patrons of Romulus Library 
are able to check books out 
from any of the 59 member lib- 
raries in the WOLF system 
with their library cards but 
have to apply for the cards in 
Romulus. 

The new' system is much 
different from the one started 
by Walter Kaiser, former 
director of the Wayne County 
Federated Library System. 
Romulus is currently using the 
Kaiser System until the new 
computer terminals arrive. 


Under the Kaiser System the 
patrons filled out charge slips 
and presented one form of iden- 
lification every time they 
checked out a book. 

With the Geac System the 
patrons will fill out an applica- 
tion before getting their library 
card. Two forms of identifica- 
tion will be needed to fill out the 
application. Anything with the 
patron's name and current 
Romulus address will be 
accepted. 

Suggested forms of identi- 
fication include a driver's 
license, student identification, 
business stationery, voter's 
registration and tax receipts. 

In the case of children who do 
not have two forms of identi- 
fication, parents will hate to 
sign for their children and pro- 
vide two forms of identifica- 
tion. 

Hazen encourages all Romu- 
lus residents to get their lib- 
rary cards at the check out 
desk of the library any time 
during library hours. 


Council supports project 


Voters reject 
millage issues 

Voters in the Romulus school dis- 
trict yesterday rejected two ballot 
proposals for millage increases in the 
district. 

Voter turnout for the special elec- 
tion was light — about 9 percent — 
according to Romulus City Clerk 
Linda Choate. Of the about 14,000 
registered Romulus voters, 1,270 cast 
their ballots in the election. 

On the ballot were two proposals. 
Proposal A asked voters to approve 
a one-year, 4,5-mill increase in the 
general operating millage. Proposal 
B asked voters to approve a two-year, 
2 -mill increase in the general fund 
millage rate, beginning in 1989. 

Both ballot issues were needed, 
school officials said, to defray a $1,1 
million general fund deficit accumu- 
lated for several years.

Romulus City Council mem- 
bers approved a resolution at 
the April 1 1 meeting to support 
and encourage Cooperative Ser- 
vices Inc, (CSI) int its efforts to 
apply for a 202 Senior Housing 
Project in Romulus. 

CSI, a non-profit group with 
offices in Oak Park, has 
already been involved in 20 
other senior housing projects. 
The group wants to put 
together a scaled-down version 
of the 100-unit (individual 
apartments) senior housing 
project authorized for Detroit 
this year. The size of the Romu- 
lus development would be be- 
tween 40 and 50 units in size. 

Because of the time and ex- 
pense involved in such a pro- 
ject, CSI officials wanted to en- 
sure that the council members 
did not encourage other appli- 
cants for a 202 Senior Housing 
project. A 202 senior housing 
plan is part of a Michigan plan 
to house senior citizens. 

The next step on the agenda 
for CSI is to acquire a mini- 
mum of two to 2 1/2 acres of 
land for site development. 

Since an appropriate site will 
be difficult to find, CSI will 
have to work fast to buy suit- 
able land when it is available, 
according to Dennis Oakes, 
community development 
director for Romulus, 


“Participation of the city, 
such as by obtaining a private- 
ly held site and contributing it 
to the sponsor, waiving build- 
ing permits and sewer and wa- 
ter tap fees, taking payment in 
lieu of taxes, etc. will bo help- 
ful/ 1 said a CSI written opinion 


to the board . The council hasn't 
considered these proposals. 

The company will also need 
the council members 1 help with 
buying, or assisting on the 
purchase of the land parcel

Downtown gets 
parking plan

A preliminary draft of the up- 
date of the 1980 Downtown De- 
velopment Authority Plan for 
Romulus shows a focus on im- 
proving city parking and mak- 
ing access into downtown more 
visually appealing. 

More accessible parking 
means more commercial busi- 
ness for Romulus, according to 
officials from Comunity Plan- 
ning and Management, P.C. T 
the corporation that put the 
draft together. 

The DDA Plan calls for a bet- 
ter arrangement of parking 
spaces in the Goddard and 
Wayne Road area, around the 
Civic Center Complex. The 
plan is to pave and mark the 
gravel lots and add curbs and 
gutter improvements to pro- 
vide better drainage along 
Goddard Road. 

The plan takes a look at a 
shortage of parking spaces for 
businesses located between 
Shook and Sterling streets. The 
plan suggests that the parking 
problem can be alleviated by 
creating a parking lot where 
the car wash across from the 
IGA Market on Shook Street is 
now located. Rearrangement 
of the IGA parking lot and the 
shared usage of the Manufac- 
turer’s Bank parking lot with 
other businesses has also been 
suggested. 

The DDA Plan update also 
suggests the paving of existing 
parking lots and the improve- 
ment of drainage in the Five 
Points area. 

The other main objective to 
the DDA Plan is the visual im- 
provement of portions of God- 
dard Road approaching down- 
town from both the east and the 
south. 

From just past the Civic Cen- 
ter Complex into the downtown 
area, major improvements are 
suggested. The sites along this 
stretch, according to the pre- 
liminary plan, create a "harsh 
and uninviting visual image/ 1 
Also, the industrial uses along 
the north side of Goddard Road 
“detract from the establish- 
ment of a commercial identity 
for the district/ 1 
The draft also states that the 
area around the Romulus Tow- 
er has the Police Department 
and the Recreation Center but 
needs further commercial de- 
velopment. 

On the south side of town, the 
Five Points Area needs a focal 
point of development that will 
bring the existing scattered

businesses together. 

The main concern now is how 
to raise revenue for the DDA 
Plan since it has not been 
budgeted by the city. 

Dennis Oakes, Community 
Development Director, said 
that the DDA has to look into 
possible methods of raising re- 
venue. It then will have to 
approve a plan including dollar 
figures to present to the city 
council before beginning the 
project. 

Bonds will probably be sold 
to finance the proposed im- 
provements. 

Bonds can be issued by bor- 
rowing against future tax in- 
crement financing or pledging 
millage. The millage would be 
money from downtown taxes to 
be used for the downtown area. 

Tax increment financing is 
the most frequently used 
method of raising needed re- 
venue. The DDA is able to sell 
tax increment finance bonds 
based upon revenue created by 
new development. The prob- 
lem occurs because there is no 
new development and, there- 
fore, no way to pay off the 
bonds at this time, Oakes said. 

The state statute which cre- 
ated the DDA also gave the 
DDA the ability to levy a 2-mill 
tax against the property located 
in the downtown district. Tax 
millage would be the 
second way for the DDA to 
raise revenue for the improve- 
ments recommended in the 
proposal. 

The 2- mill tax would have to 
be approved by the city council 
and possibly by the voters in 
a special election to be im- 
plemented after DDA 
approval.

Seniors praise apartment living at The Towers

Romulus residents Joe and 
Helen Constant© think that 
someday they would like to live 
in a place like Romulus Senior 
Citizen Towers. 

From what they have seen 
and heard the “Towers seem 
like a very nice place to live/’ 
Joe Constant© said. 

The “Towers” as it is called, 
is a low-income senior citizen 
apartment complex located at 
36500 Bibbins, It is a private de- 
velopment by Wingate Man- 
agement Corporation of South* 
field. It is subsidized by the 
Michigan State Housing De* 
velopment Authority, 

“Key Manor, Oak Brook and 
Morgan Manor Apartments 
also have senior housing but 
the Towers is the only i Romu- 
lus) complex solely dedicated 
to seniors/’ according to 
Mayor Beverly Me Anally, 

Since opening in November 
1980, the six-story 126 unit 
“Towers” have been very 
popular. According to its man* 
agei\ Jean Smith, ’’We’ve al- 
ways had a waiting list. There 
aren’t any vacancies. Current- 
ly, there is a one-and-a-half 
year waiting list for one- 
bedroom apartments and a 
five-year waiting list for two- 
bedroom apartments.” 

Residents say there are 
many reasons why the facility 
is so popular with seniors in- 
cluding cleanliness, services 
provided, security, and good 
management. 

Joan and Joseph Seibilia, 
who have lived at the complex 
for about a year, are very 
pleased with their new home. 
Mrs. Scibilia was unhappy at 
first because she found that 
moving from a house to an 
apartment was a big adjust- 
ment. She is now over her de- 
pression, “I can’t find anything 
to improve on. Our two bed- 
room apartment is nice and 
roomy. We have everything we 
need. The apartment manager 
is very good, and the people are 
lovely. They’re very cheerful.” 
Her only complaint is the lack 
of restaurants in the immedi- 
ate area, “We could use more 
eating places - like some res- 
taurants close by.” 

Another resident, 92-year-old 
Genevieve Staffeld, is also 
quite content at the Towers, 
She has lived at the apartment 
complex for three years. She 
marked her third anniversary 
on April 11. She is very pleased 
with the services provided, “1 
love it. There are a lot of din- 
ners, and always something 
going on. Also, there are two 
different places to buzz if we 
need someone.” 

Veteran resident Reba De 
Rosier, who has lived at the 
facility since it was opened in 
1980, said all her needs are 
taken care of. She said her 
bank and store are within walk- 
ing distance. 

The Towers are also very 
special to her because it is 
where she met her husband,

Harvey. They were married in 
1984. 

Resident Manager Jean 
Smith also speaks with pride 
when she talks about the com- 
plex, I enjoy living in here, I 
don’t believe that there’s any- 
one that lives in here that 
doesn't like living in here.” 

Independent living is one 
appealing factor at the Towers. 
According to Smith, residents 
must be self-sufficient. 

Each apartment has carpet- 
ing, drapes, a stove, and a re- 
frigerator, A washer and dryer 
are located on each floor. Ser- 
vices are available to meet re- 
sidents’ various medical and 
social needs. Afoot doctor com-

es in once a month, and a hear- 
ing aid specialist visits once ev- 
ery three months. Blood press- 
ure is taken at least twice a 
month, by Annapolis Hospital 
personnel and by fellow resi-

dent Beatrice Baer. Residents 
are also encouraged to partici- 
pate in the Romulus Recrea- 
tion Department’s Nutrition 
Center Program across the 
street. 

In addition, many social acti- 
vities and events are planned 
for the facility’s 138 residents 
ranging in age from 62 to 94 
years old. Activities include 
bingo, potlucks, birthday din- 
ners, religious services and 
many parties. A 60th 
anniversary party for Mar- 
garet and Hubert Gilbert was 
staged on Sunday, and other 
upcoming events include a par- 
ty for eight 90-year-olds and a 
balloon lift-off in May. 


The facility also has a multi- 
purpose room, with tables, a 
small kitchen and a dance 
floor. Smith said that on occa- 
sion live entertainment is pro- 
vided, However, she said, that 
most people will not dance be-

cause “there aren’t enough 
men, and^women don’t want to 
dance with each other.” 

Some 118 women and only 20 
men live at the Towers. 

Security and emergency me- 
asures are also important to re- 
sidents, Smith said. Surveill- 
ance cameras are located at 
the facility’s front and back 
doors. Each apartment is 
equipped with two buzzers, in 
the bathroom and bedroom* 
that tie into a 24-hour emergen- 
cy service company. 

Those interested in the Tow- 
ers should visit the facility, be- 
tween 9 a.m. and 5 p.m.* week- 
days. All applicants must sub- 
mit a basic information card. 
Income criteria is $21,000 
(maximum) for one-bedroom 
apartments and $24,000 (max- 
imum) for two- bedroom apart- 
ments. Questions should be 
directed to Jean Smith at 942- 
1230 during working hours.

In-car breath analyzers 
may soon become the cure 
for repeat OU I L offenders. 

Several area judges are 
intrigued by the new 
apparatus and in general 
think it is a good idea. 

Beginning April 4, 
Michigan Secretary of 
State Richard Austin 
added court-ordered 
“ignition interlock” res- 
trictions to driving records 
of motorists convicted of 
operating under the influ- 
ence of liquor or controlled 
substances. 

The ignition interlock 
requires motorists to 
breathe into a breath ana- 
lyxer before starting his 
or her*car. The in-car 
apparatus would deter- 
mine if the driver’ blood 
level is too high and, if so, 
will not allow him to start 
the car engine. 

“We’ve looked at it and 


will use it in the appropri- 
ate cases,” said 18th Dis- 
trict Court Judge Thomas 
Smith. 

Judge John McDonald, 
35th District Court, said it 
was a good idea. But he 
has not found a need for 
using it in his district. 

“We have very good 
probation (services) here, 
so we haven’t seen a 
crying need for it,” McDo- 
nald said. 

McDonald said if he 
were to come across an 
OUIL offender who has 
repeatedly violated prob- 
ation, he would consider 
implementing the new 
punishment.

tribution might figure in allocations to 
individual school districts. 

Q: On what does the Department of 
Education base its allocation of 
these dollars? 

A: According to the department, alloca- 
tion of the School Aid Fhnd is based on 
local support for education School dis- 
tricts which have a high local tax base 
are considered to be ‘‘out of formula’ and 
receive a lesser share of funding than 
districts with lower Ux bases So aid per 
pupil and per school varies throughout 
the state.

Local Wayne County com- 
missioners listed health care, 
economic development and an 
improved infrastructure as the 
key issues to address in the 
coming months of the legisla- 
tive year. 

Their agenda, which also in* 
eludes an emphasis on juvenile 
justice, jail space, public safe- 
ty and commission operations* 
represents the legislative goals 
package for 1988. 

Kay Beard iD-lnksten, said the 
goals for the upcoming year are 
aimed at the people of Wayne 
County. 

"The major goals are things 
and services for the people, 
especially in the health-related 
areas/ 1 said Beard, who serves 
the 12th district. 

■'We have found that there is 
a real problem with the home- 
less in Wayne County, and we 
have set up a task force to find 
out what some of the problems 


are and what can be done about 
it." 

Beard, who believes a shelter 
for the homeless is needed in 
western Wayne County, said 
the problem is going to become 
more severe. 

“It appears that Michigan 
may be heading into some 
tough times. And, with this, the 
problem will only grow," she 
said. "We have to have some 
place for these people to go.” 

Local commission members 


agreed that indigent health 
care is of critical concern and 
that health care needs of the 
‘‘working poor 11 must be 
addressed. 

Consideration should also be 
given to a treatment center for 
victims of AIDS, Beard said, 
Michigan currently ranks 19th in 
the nation in the number of re- 
ported AIDS cases - with 518. 

Economic development is 
also a concern of the commis- 
sion members, who are work- 


ing on completion of a new 
phase I expansion of Metropoli- 
tan Airport and a program to 
attract new firms to the county 
as a result of that expansion. 

Commissioner Milton Mack 
(D-Wayne) believes an im- 
proved infrastructure is impor- 
tant to increasing the economic 
development within the 
county. 

‘ h If you don't have infrastruc- 
ture, you can forget about eco- 
nomic development," said 


Mack, who represents the 11th 
district. 

"Infrastructure is the sec- 
tion I wrote tin the commission 
legislative goals booklet re- 
cently released), and it is these 
areas which are important to 
the people 1 represent," 

Mack said he is currently 
working on a solid waste tlis^ 
posable program which will, 
hopefully, reduce the county 
dependency on landfills. 

"We are in the process of 


drafting the language and 
trying to get the support of the 
community,” said Mack, who 
also wants to see the roads and 
bridges in Wayne County im- 
proved. 

"As development has in- 
creased and spread out, the 
number of roads that need to be 
repaired has increased. We 
may have to have a license 
plate fee to help pay for the 
work that is needed.” 

The license plate fee. accord- 
ing to Mack, would be an extra 
fee for those buying plates in 
Wayne County and would have 
to be approved by county vo- 
ters. 

The commissioners will also 
attempt to find solutions for an 
increasing jail-space problem. 

Mack agreed that jailspace 
is a major concern. 

"We are still releasing pris- 
oners too soon because there is 
no where to put them,” said 
Mack. "And when you release 
prisoners too soon, you have a 
problem.” 


School officials seek 
added aid from state

A group of school officials 
from districts in western 
Wayne County is forming a 
committee to speak out for the 
rights of in-formula school dis- 
tricts. 

In-formula school districts 
are those that receive state aid 
from Michigan. Out-of-formula 
school districts are those that 
levy enough money from prop- 
erty miliage to be ineligible for 
state aid. 

To be an out-of -formula dis- 
trict, the district must meet the 
per-pupil, state-set spending 
level. If not enough money in 
tax revenues is generated to 
meet the level, the state contri- 
butes money in the form of 
state aid. 

Frederic E, Champnella II, 
president of the Southgate 
Board of Education, was 
elected chairman of the new 
committee. An organizational 
meeting was staged April 13. A 
meeting to develop a mission 
statement is scheduled for 7 
p m Thursday at the Presiden- 
tial Inn, in Southgate. 

The in-formula school dis- 
tricts group wants to bring 
attention to the fact that many 
school districts cannot gener- 
ate as much money as the 
“richer school districts” and, 
therefore, can’t provide as 
many educational opportuni- 
ties to the students. 

Champnella said time is 
short to lobby for in-formula 
concerns because the issues 
are already being discussed by 
the legislature. 

"We are asking that the peo- 
ple we have here come 
together,” said Paul Jones, su- 
perintendent of the Southgate 
school district. 

Board members and superin- 
tendents from 12 in-formula 
school districts in western 
Wayne County attended the 
meeting. The event was orga- 
nized by Champnella and 
Sheila Page, secretary of the 
Huron Board of Education. 

"Most of us are trained in a 
humanistic philosophy. But, 
unfortunately, we are not able 
to do what we want to do,” 
Jones said. 

Southgate voters defeated a 
school district miliage in- 


crease in March. 

“I’m afraid Pm going to 
have to tell the board that we 
will have to dismantle the very 
things we have built up.” Jones 
said. 

Many other in-formula dis- 
tricts are facing the same prob- 
lems. 

"There is no doubt in my 
mind this goes beyond just 
hurting the students. It stifles 
any creativity on the part of the 
staff members/' Jones said. 

"I can't stand on the corner 
with a cup anymore and beg for 
money for a child's education,” 
Jones said. 

Gary Jackson, superinten- 
dent of the Huron schools, pre- 
sented proposals to help in- 
formula school districts re- 
ceive more equitable funding. 

Jackson explained that as 
schools are now funded, a dis- 
trict such as Monroe Jefferson 
levies 21.75 mills and generates 
$7,417 per student, while a dis- 
trict such as Hillman levies 32.1 
mills and collects $2,158 per 
student - even after state aid. 

"That's the exaggerated ex- 
ample of the disparity in the 
state,” Jackson said. "Pm not 
saying they shouldn’t get this 
money, just that there is a wide 
disparity. 

"There is no guarantee that 
money buys quality. But it buys 
books, computers and other 
materials,” Jackson con- 
tinued. 

Jackson urged those at the 
meeting to call their state rep- 
resentatives and urge them to 
vote for aid to in-formula 
school districts. 

One school funding proposal 
by the Michigan Association of 
School Administrators calls for 
a 2-percent increase in the 
sales tax, with part of the 
money going toward school 
funding. Another part of the 
money would allow for a tax 
break for property owners. 

The proposal would also 
allow for a miliage decrease by 
many school districts, Jackson 
said. 

Another proposal is Senate 
Joint Resolution K, which 
would add $130 million in new 
money for schools. Under the 
House proposal, $630 million 
would be added for school 
funding.

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Reducing landfills is 
key in state proposal 


Stating that Michigan is on 
the brink of a “solid waste cri- 
sis David Dempsey „ environ- 
mental aide to Gov, Janies 
Blanchard, presented an ex- 
tensive package of trash reduc- 
tion measures to the Confer- 
ence of Western Wayne, 

A statewide plan to reduce 
trash to approximately 10 per- 
cent of what is currently depo- 
sited in landfills is one of the 
major goals of a solid waste 
disposal proposal developed by 
Gov, James Blanchard, 

Dempsey outlined the prop 
osals to members of the CWW 
at the April meeting conducted 
at the Bailey Center in West- 
land, 

The goal of the plan, De- 
mpsey said, would be to reduce 
the volume of trash put into 
landfills (80 percent of the 11.8 
million tons of trash generated 
annually) through recycling, 
composting and reusing. If the 
plan were adopted, he said, 
only materials which had 
already been through the other 
processes would bo dumped 
into landfills - about 10 percent 
of the total solid waste - by 
2005. 

Other aspects of the prop- 
osed plan call for the deposit 
law' on bottles be expanded to 
include virtually all glass and 
plastic containers by 1995 and 
for homeowners to place 
wastes in separate containers 


(lawn clippings to he compost 
ed, cans and newspapers to be 
recycled, and toxic products 
sent to hazardous waste land- 
fills,) hi addition* the stale 
would promote reusable pro- 
ducts and discourage the use of 
disposable ones, such as 
stryofoam plates and cups and 
disposable diapers. 

Dempsey said the plan would 
be funded by using $150 million 
from the proposed $800 million 
environmental bond measure 
now being considered by the 
state legislature. The proposed 
bond issue is the first time in 14 
years the state has sought 
bonds, according to the gov- 
ernor's aide. 

Hep, James Kosteva, told 
Dempsey that he is “100 per- 
cent behind M the environmen- 
tal clean-up effort, but “has a 
problem with the $150 million 
for economic development/ 1 
Kosteva said he and other 
legislators are looking for 
more clarity on the economic 
development aspect of the 
proposed plan. 

Dempsey said the econonic 
development funds would be 
used to improve the infrastruc- 
ture to attract development. 
He said this would be done, not 
only by improv ing sewers and 
roads, but would also deal with 
“improving the quality of life" 
through higher education and 
recreation. 


Recycling, incineration 
are answers, Mack says 


Proposals which will reduce 
the volume of solid waste and 
provide incentives to landfill 
“host” communties are part of 
the Wayne County package 
which County Commissioner 
Milton Mack presented to the 
Southern Wayne County Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Mack was one of five com- 
missioners who spoke at the 
April 11 Legislative Forum at 
the Presidential Inn. 

The 11th District representa- 
tive told the SWCCC members 
that the proposals from the 
state and county are similar - 
both focusing on recycling and 
solid waste reduction. 

The county plan, he said, re- 
lies on a combination of recycl- 
ing, incineration, composting. 
He termed the county plan as 
“an ambitious one” and one 
which has merit. 

The county commission said 
steps must be taken to control 
the importation of solid wastes 
into Wayne County, vill 

become “the dumping >und 
for the east coast/ 1 
Proposals to reduce solid 
wastes to 25 percent of the cur- 
rent amount. Mack said, 


would, in turn, reduce the need 
for new landfills - “requiring 
one new landfill, where we 
would now need four.” In addi- 
tion, the proposed plan would 
grant incentives to “host” com- 
munities such as free trash dis- 
posal for a period of 
time to make the siting more 
attractive to local residents. 

Mack said it is imparative to 
grant “some compensation" to 
the landfill host communities 
because they must deal with lit- 
ter, odors, noise and increased 
truck traffic. 

Mack warned that failure to 
implement a viable solid waste 
policy could put Michigan into 
a position similar to that of 
New Jersey “where cities don't 
pick up trash and residents 
make their own arrangments 
for pick up.” The consequence 
of the New' Jersey situation. 
Mack said, is that “state parks 
and Salvation Army boxes” 
have become the dumping 
areas. 

Mack said he hoped the prop- 
osed county plan could be 
approved in 1988 and work to 
implement it could begin the 
following year. 


Citizen input sought in 
state wetlands hearings 


Citizen input on wetlands 
regulations is being sought 
through a series of three public 
hearings sponsored by the 
state Department of Natural 
Resources. 

The proposed rules will seek 
to provide clarifying defini- 
tions and outline procedures in 
the administrative rules for 
conducting wetlands applica- 
tions. In the past, many prob- 
lems regarding rule inter- 
pretations and lack of defini- 
tions in some areas have occur- 
red between the DN R and west- 
ern Wayne County officials. 

Clarification of the wetlands 
regulations has been a major 
thrust of the 17-member Con- 
ference of Western Wayne. In 
addition, many of the com- 
munities within the CWW have 
focused individual efforts on 
amending the current legisla- 
tion to halt misinterpretations 
of some unclear or ambiguous 
sections of the act. 

According to Ann Bollin, ex- 
ecutive director of the CWW, a 
response to the draft of wet- 
lands rule changes will be 
formulated and sent to the 
DNR in early May. 


Among the proposed changes 
is a definition of a “feasible and 
prudent alternative” which 
means a location other than the 
proposed which meets the fol- 
lowing requirements: (1) is 
capable of accomplishing the 
expected benefit from the 
activity and (2) does not exhibit 
any obvious unusual factors, 
costs of an extraordinary 
maginitude or unique prob- 
lems. 

The proposed rule changes 
for the administration of the 
Goemaere-Anderson Wetland 
Protection Act of 1979 are sche- 
duled to be discussed at 1 p.m. 
May 2 at Northern Michigan 
University in Marquette, 1 
p.m. May 3 at the Holiday Inn 
Conference Center in Gaylord, 
and at 1 p.m May 6 in the Law 
Building Auditorium in Lans- 
ing. Written statements can be 
submitted to be included as a 
part of the hearing record if 
they are received before 5 p.m. 
May 6 by the Department of 
Natural Resources, Land and 
Water Management Division, 
P.O. Box 30028, Lansing, Mich.

targeted

Officials at one Wayne Coun- 
ty agency are hoping new fund- 
ing will help alleviate the prob- 
lems of the homeless in the 
area. 

Using grant money being 
funded as part of the McKinney 
Homeless Assistance Act of 
1987, a county task force is look- 
ing at ways to help get the 
homeless off the streets. 

The Comprehensive Home- 
less Assistance Plan covers all 
of Wayne County, excluding 
the city of Detroit, which has an 
autonomous program, accord- 
ing to Gene Warren, director of 
community economic develop- 
ment at the Wayne Metropoli- 
tan Community Services 
Agency. 

Homelessness is becoming 
more of a problem locally, 
Warren said. No longer are the 
homeless just the stereotype of 
older men who choose to live on 
the streets. 

The homeless are more and 
more single heads of house- 
holds with children. Women 
and children are the fastest 
growing group among the 
homeless, Warren said. 

This brings on the added 
problem of schooling for the 
children, Warren said. Be- 
cause many of these young 
mothers are on the move from 
shelter to shelter, the child is 
not in one school district and, 
therefore, doesn't attend 
school, he said. 

“The majority of these peo- 
ple did not choose this way of 
life. They have been forced into 
this situation by economics,” 
Warren said. • 

Many of these people are 
working, but they have mini- 
mum-wage jobs and can’t 
afford housing, Warren said. 
Another problem the home- 
less face is getting assistance, 
such as food stamps. Without 
an address, they cannot re- 
ceive assistance, Warren said. 

The Homeless Assistance 
Act is intended to provide long- 
term solutions and assistance 
to people without overnight 
shelter. The programs are to 
include shelter, health care, 
mental health services, educa- 
tion and job training, food and 
nutrition assistance and spe- 
cial aid for veterans, according 
to James Thrower, president of 
board of the Wayne- 
Metropolitan Community Ser- 
vices Agency. 

The agency has been desig- 
nated as the coordinating agen- 
cy for the assistance plan. 

The task force consists of 
community leaders, mayors, 
county commissioners, and 
service agencies. It will review 
priorities for the program and 
policies to handle the home- 
less, 

Warren said along with the 
problem of being homeless, 
many of these people suffer 
from substance abuse, mental 
health disorders and other 
health care needs. 

The community services 
agency will coordinate re- 
sources among other agencies 
that can handle these prob- 
lems. 

The Wayne-Metropolitan 
Community Services Agency 
has been providing some shel- 
ter for the homeless since 1983 
under Federal Emergency 
Management Administration 
and Department of Social Ser- 
vices funding. Currently, the 
program handles more than 
3,000 people, but numbers are 
hard to pinpoint. Warren said.

preschool program. But l don’t

The money for education 
may come from a proposal 
which if passed would bring in 
about $600 million in new 
money for education. 

The proposal, if passed.

Solid waste solution 
to benefit everyone 

The topic is avoided, forgotten - even considered taboo by 
some. Solid waste almost seems like an issue too technical or 
too sensitive to discuss at (he household level 

But solid waste is a word with which residents in Wayne 
County should become familiar and comfortable during the 
next five, 10- even 20 years, it is a word that will be repeated 
again and again and is a word that represents a critical prob- 
lem facing all of us. 

The removal of garbage and wastes is no new concept, 
obviously. For years, our forefathers designated areas of land 
they dubbed ‘'landfills" to dump the thousandsof tons of trash 
generated each day by residents in the area. And, for years, the 
words solid waste never made the top of our vocabulary lists to 
symbolize any concern or problem of the day. 

That situation changed, however, in (he 1960s. It was then 
that environmentalists began to analyze and interpret the 
potential for human health hazards - not to mention the stench 
and lack of marketability of land nearby - from landfills and 
began to raise the red flag about the need to become less 
dependent on the manmade garbage dumps. 

It was also then that officials in five local communities - 
Wayne, Westland. Inkster. Dearborn Heights and Garden City 
_ began to predict the problemed future of landfills. Residents 
in those communities banded together, financed and formed 
the Central Wayne County Sanitation Authority, consisting 
principally of two (later three) incinerators to burn the trash 
from those communities. 

The idea worked well for several years - so well that other 
communities secured contracts with the CWCSA - until federal 
Environmental Protection Agency officials put a lid on the 
incinerator smokestacks because of clean air problems. 

Residents in the five communities quickly rebounded from 
the dilemma, however, approved an up-to- 1-mill tax increase 
to finance air-quality-equipment improvements to the inciner- 
ators and watched the furnaces fire up again in February. 

Indeed, residents in these five communities are sitting pretty 
today, knowing that landfills and solid waste are only minor 
concerns. 

But the situation isn't so blissful in several other communi 
ties, communities which earlier this month were told about a 
new county solid waste plan. The new plan calls for a decline in 
the local dependency on landfills and promotes incinerators 
and other "final" forms of waste disposal. 

The plan also is quite clear in saying that no community will 
be able to dump solid wastes in landfills after Jan. 1, 2000. 

The message from county and state officials is quite simple - 
quit using landfills. The example set by the CWCSA is also 
simple - communities banding together can put an end to the 
solid waste worries of those communities. 

The facts of solid wastes in Wayne County - in Canton, in 
Romulus, Belleville and everywhere in between - are not 
pleasant to behold County officials estimate that residents 
here generate enough waste to use all available landfills by the 
year 2000. 

The realities of solid wastes, however, can no longer be 
ignored and "put on the back burner. ' ' The problem is a current 
one, and the solution must be, as well. 

We urge officials in the communities surrounding the 
CWCSA to consider becoming a part of the authority or form a 
similar consortium in cities not served by the existing facility. 

We also urge local officials to discuss the solid waste problem 
at council meetings, township board meetings and at every 
opportunity at which members of the public are present. 

Solid wastes can no longer be overlooked as words from a 
foreign language. 

Order in the court

We commend Archbold and McKnight for another outstand- 
ing idea II is public servants such as these two that make the 
American system priceless.

I am shocked and enraged at 
the crass, commercial plans 
being made for the nature sanctu- 
ary in Westland by two politi- 
cians, as if this were their pri vate 
domain. I believe it was a gift wil- 
led to “future generations" as a 
historical link with our heritage 
and past. 

The only distinguishing feature 
in Westland, now that commer- 
cialization is rapidly taking 
place, would be this natural pre- 
serve area. It should be a source 
of pride to men who run our gov- 
ernment. They should be protect- 
ing this resource for our grand- 
children to study and learn from. 

I feel so sorry for the children of 
western Wayne County, who will 
be the losers. All we can do is 
remember this issue in the future 
and elect men of more vision than 
we now have.

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Positive reinforcement important in psychology of dog rearing 


Everyone would like to have 
his dog “boundary controlled" 
that is: Never leave the bound- 
ary of the property with out 
being tied to the front door or 
post, 

Accomplishing this takes 
time and must he reinforced 
periodically. Hut I'm respond- 
ing this time to a question re- 
cently asked of me. A gentle- 
man asked why his dog will 
take off through the neighbor- 
hood whenever the door opens, 
yet his neighbor's dog lays on 
the front lawn for hours at a 
time, never wandering an inch

off his own property - and ibis 
particular dog has never had 
an obedience lesson, 

Why most dogs run off at the 
first opportunity can be easily 
explained because there are 
numerous reasons. Males are 
more apt to enjoy freedom for 
the obvious reason: The scent 


of a female, (And the female 
doesn't necessarily have to live 
conveniently close by. She 
doesn't even have to be attrac- 
tive or have a pleasant perso- 
nality.) 

Other dogs love to chase 
prey, and prey can be anything 
from a squirrel to an auto- 
mobile. 

What happens in almost ev- 
ery ease is the owner chases his 
dog down the street, the closer 
he gets to his dog, the more 
angry he becomes. The more 
angry the owner becomes, the 
faster the do** nirm hocause the 


dog realizes he'll he punished 
when hr returns to his master 
(The dog determines it's better 
to stay away long enough for the 
family to really miss him, and 
when frantic with worry, 
he returns home to pals ana 
hugs rather than to punish- 
ment ). 

As for the dug still laying on 
the front lawn (watching all 
this), there really is no specific 
explanation for his good be- 
havior. It's possible he has 
such a bond with his people no- 
thing could entice him away 
from his homo It ■ rdsn possi- 


ble he actually did flee from 
home or stray toward the street 
once before and had such a 
fright or bad experience away 
from the safety of his area he'll 
never try that again. 

Some dogs are simply born to 
be steady, quiet and content 
animals. Happiness is deter- 
mined by being with people. He 
builds a bond early in the rela- 
tionship and finds no heed to 
wander. 

Females are less apt to wan- 
der because of their motherly 
instinct. The people who own 
her are her “family,” and her 


main goal is to be watchful over 
them. She will hover over her 
own territory and not be temp- 
ted to investigate different sur- 
roundings. 

Some dogs are simply too ins- 
ecure to leave home. Others 
may simply be too lazy to leave 
the sunbath. 

Every dog is different. Those 
not trained specifically in 
boundary control, who remain 
on their property, are appreci- 
ated, hopefully, as being loyal 
and steadfast. 

How often do we find a hu- 
man friend with those traits? 


Groundwater contamination 
is a serious problem in Michi- 
gan, More than 1,500 sites of 
contamination have been identi- 
fied throughout the state, and it 
is estimated that another 250 
new problem sites will be disco- 
vered this year. 

Because preventing pollution 
problems is cheaper and safer 
than responding to them after 
they occur, state lawmakers 
are considering a package of 13 
bills designed to clean up ex- 
isting groundwater contamina- 
tion in Michigan and prevent fu- 
ture damage. 

The package includes legisla- 
tion that would help ensure the 
reporting, investigation and 
cleanup of contamination 
caused by leaking underground 
storage tanks, This is especially 
significant, since it is estimated 
that there are more tan 65,000 
underground storage tanks con- 
taining hazardous substances 
throughout the state. 

The bill package also contains 
measures that would establish a 
uniform , statewide well-permit 
program . This would help local 
health departments collect 
accurate data and set construc- 
tion and abandonment stan- 
dards for wells. 

Other legislation in the pack- 
age would require certification 
of underground storage tank 
handlers and testers, well dril- 
lers and apprentices. Suppor- 
ters say the measures would 
assist early leak detection and 
help ensure that these profes- 
sionals adhere to recognized 
safety standards* 

Other bills of the package 
would: impose some land use 
restrictions in areas where wa- 
ter sources are vulnerable to 
pollution; require the grouting 
of all wells; and require wells 
that are no longer being used to 
be closed. 

Since more than half of our 
state drinking water comes 
from groundwater sources, 
proponents of the bills say these 
measures are needed to prevent 
the release of hazardous subst- 
ances into our drinking sys- 
tems. 

During the years, Michigan 
residents have come to under- 
stand and truly appreciate our 
valuable groundwater re- 
sources, This package of bills 
represents a new approach to 
groundwater protection. The 
plan would provide more com- 
plete information on groundwa- 
ter conditions throughout the 
state, better control of potential 
contamination and more realis- 
tic regulation of groundwater 
discharged. This legislative in- 
itiative will help preserve the 
Michigan groundwater quality 
for future generations.

In a nutshell, the dining experience at 
Doully’s, in Garden City, was a good 
one.

The dining room was rather 
empty when we arrived, but it was still 
early. We didn’t mind, as it gave us a 
chance to relax and truly admire the din- 
ing atmosphere created by new res- 
taurant entrepreneurs Dick and Nancy 
Doully, of Wayne. 

Douily’s was opened in November by 
the dynamic husband-wife duo. The res- 
taurant, located on Ford Road, at Merri- 
man, was best known around these parts 
as the Lion and the Sword, which opened 
in 1974. The eatery was purchased by 
Dick and Nancy last year and was trans- 
formed into an aesthetically pleasing 
restaurant, where good food and service 
abound. 

1 probably am boasting too much ab- 
out the atmosphere - but with good 
reason. Dick and Nancy, you see, are 
experts at designing restaurants. For 16 



years, the two have owned the D ’n D 
restaurant design company, of Wayne, 
turning ordinary eating establishments 
into restaurant heavens. Some of their 
past accomplishments include the 
Roxy, in Belleville, Sneaky Pete’s, in 
Livonia, Gatsby’s, Novi, B.J. Bowery’s, 
Canton, and Fibber McGee’s, in Wixom.

Radio station marks 
20 years on airwaves

Radio station WSDS is mark- 
ing its 20th year of broadcast- 
ing with a series of special 
events to celebrate two de- 
cades of bringing country 
music to area listeners. 

During the anniversary 
celebration, station disc jock- 
eys will be including some of 
the hits of 1968 in their shows. 
In addition, the staff will be 
putting on their travelling 
shoes to take their programs on 
the road via remote broadcasts 
during the Strawberry Festiv- 
al, Sumpter Fest, Canton Fes- 
tival and other summer events. 

Variety is the key to the prog- 
ramming on WSDS, according 
to Bob Chandler. Rather than a 
selected “play list/* station 
staffers have an opportunity to 
choose a variety of "up-and- 
comers" and oldies along with 
the current hits of the day. 

First on the daily line-up is 
Clyde (yes, that’s his real 
name) Beaver from 6 to 10 
a m., followed by Polly Pitford 
from 10 a m. to 2 p.m. Country 
Dan Dixon - w r ho is also celeb- 
rating his 20th year in radio - 
takes the 2 to 6 p.m. spot, and 
Big Bob Chandler is on duty 
from 6 to 9 p.m. David Welling 
handles the 9 p.m, to midnight 
duties. 

Weekenders include Charlie 
K, Ken Anthony, Mary Costel- 
la, Terry Anderson, Brian Bar- 
num, Dave Seeley and John 
Morris plus a variety of fea- 
tures - Crook and Chase. Live 
from Gilley’s, Country Road 
and Album Country, Carl 
Cedarberg broadcasts the 
news and numerous special fe- 
atures are included throughout 
the broadcast day on the 5,000 
watt station. 

The station has been broad- 
casting at 5,000 watts, accord- 
ing to the WSDS archives, since 
Aug 16, 1985, when Beaver was 
on hand to do the first show at 
the increased power which en- 
ables the station to reach 
listeners in Wayne, Wash- 
tenaw, Livingston and parts of 
Oakland County. 

Although all of the disc jock-

eys play country tunes, each 
has a unique style of his or her 
own and a different focus on 
country music -a mixture that 
Beaver describes as “perso- 
nality-wise, the best the station 
has ever been." 

Beaver believes another 
reason the station has achieved 
its current popularity is "the 
close relationship with the 
listener. If someone calls, we 
talk. All of us have our regulars 
who call in, but we always have 
time for anyone who calls/’ 

Pitford has had “three or 
four marriage proposals" from 
her fans, and Chandler was the 
recipient of “an eight-page let- 
ter that I don’t want to talk 
about.”

1 settled for the chicken stir 
fry, a breast of chicken, stir- 
fired with pineapples, toma- 
toes and snow peas, served on 
rice ($10.95). Debbie chose the

Ethnic festivals 
not only in city

For the 18th consecutive year, a taste of 
foreign culture is being offered through a 
series of ethnic festivals at Yack Arena in 
Wyandotte, 

“We were the first," said Harold Popp, 
arena manager “When the festivals began 
at Yack, there weren’t any other ethnic 
festivals sponsored by churches or any 
other groups," 

Now, even though other festivals are 
slated in the area. Yack Arena has "a sche- 
dule of regulars which include the Italian, 
Greek, German. Mexican, Hungarian, 
Czechoslovak, and Polish annual events/' 
The spring-summer season begins with 
the Italian Festival in the first of May, fol- 
lowed by the Greek Festival on May 13 to 
15. Dates for the remaining festivals are 
May 27-29, Mexican; June 3-5, German; 
June 11-12, Hungrian; June 24-26, Slavic; 
July 8-10, Czechoslovak; June 29-31, Polish 
Festival, and Aug. 13-14, Holy Cross 
Hungarian Festival. Each year the festiv- 
als are scheuduled in the same time period 
for the convenience of the host group and 
the visitors, Popp said. 

Although the festival concept has pro- 
liferated throughout the area during the 
last several years, Popp believes that 
Yack Arena has “more to offer - an air 
conditioned building, a good sound systerri 
and a large, lighted parking area/' In addi- 
tion, he said, the ethnic festivals have an 
authentic flavor of the various sponsoring 
groups. Popp was critical of some festival 
series in which “the same vendors offer the 
same foods at each event," Not so at Yack 
Arena, Popp said, where visitors can 
“actually sample a taste of the real ethnic 
foods, listen to the music of the countries, 
see the dances and feel a part of the cul- 
ture." 

Popp said the recipe for a successful fes- 
tival consists of “good food and entertain- 
ment, good organization and publicity.” 
The key, of course, is the people involved in 
sponsoring the event. There is a lot of plan- 
ning and work behind the effort, Popp said, 
but the end result of a successful festival 
can provide many positive results. Most 
important, it can be a financial success in 
raising money for a building fund or other 
group effort, but it can also provide a ser- 
vice in giving people an understanding and 
appreciation of other cultures - bridging 
the gap between ethnic groups, Popp said. 
Yack Arena is located at 3131 Third St., 
Wyandotte, north of Eureka Road.

enjoy the comments of “I always listen to 
you" as well as the “Gee, I didn't think 
you looked like that,” Obviously, they 
said, listeners will get a pre-conceived idea 
of how their favorite radio personalities 
look, and often be surprised when reality 
does not imitate the illusion. 

The team of disc jockeys admit to “a 
little bit of ego,” but not to the extent that 
there are any primadonnas. They all 
work well together, they said, and "al- 
ways talk up the next person” who follows 
them on the air. 

Veteran disc jockey Dan Dixon includes 
everything from “steel guitar to progres- 
sive" on his daily show. He lists 
Merle Haggard as his favorite enter- 
tainer. 

Dixon recalled that he approached his 
first job at a country music station with 
some apprehension. He was told to “give 
it three days” to see if he liked it - and, 
after the three-day trial period, Dixon 
continued playing country tunes for the 
next 20 years. 

“I think people who say they don't like 
country music haven’t really sat down 
and listened to it,” Dixon said. “After 
they listen, I haven’t found one person 
who didn't like it. 1 think the music that is 
coming out of Nashville today is just as 
classy as any music." 

Dixon noted that the popularity of coun- 
try music has increased in the past two 
decades as songs have “crossed the line” 
between country and pop music. Even 
within country music, he said, there is a 
vast variety of styles and types of music, 

Polly Pitford, who likes the upbeat style 
of country music, tries to “mix up" the 
types of tunes she play each day. She de- 
scribes country music as the kind of sound 
“that makes you feel good" with lyrics 
that are positive and, at times, humorous. 

Beaver, who named Loretta Lynn as his 
favorite singer, leans toward the tradi- 
tional country sounds, while Chandler, a 
John Anderson fan, includes a little oit of 
everything.

The education of our young 
citizens is one of our highest 
priorities and will assure that 
the Michigan future will be 
bright and continue in the sue* 
cessful traditions that have 
been established in the first 150 
years of statehood We must 
make sure that our kids are 
given the tools to compete with 
those from other states and 
countries in the future. 

But the cost of a college 
education is skyrocketing, and 
many middle-class families 
are having a difficult time 
affording the costs of a four- 
year degree, A college degree 
is so important for our chil- 
dren, especially nowadays in 
our tight employment market. 
It can be the difference be- 
tween landing a good, high- 
paying job with opportunity to 
grow and landing a low-paying 
position in a field you’re not in- 
terested in just to make ends 
meet. These are tough choices 
that must be faced up to. 

A new program that will de- 
but next month gives hope to 
parents and their children in 
dealing with the high costs of 
education. It’s called the 
Michigan Education Trust, and 
it was passed by the state 
Legislature in December, 1986, 
The state will begin taking ap- 
plications shortly for parents 
who want to invest in a state 
trust that guarantees the cost 
of a four-year education when 
the child is ready to attend col- 
lege in the future.

Michigan's 15 public four-year 
universities or 29 community 
colleges. How much you will 
pay will depend upon how old 
your child is at the time you 
join the program. It will cost 
more if your child is older. 

The cost of a college educa- 
tion is expected to increase to 
about $20,000 to $25,000 in the 
year 2000, and the investment 
in your child's education today 
will be guaranteed to cover 
these costs then. There are four 
advantages to investing ip this 
plan. The program guarantees 
full payment of tuition. It is 
flexible enough to allow the stu- 
dent to pick his school at the 
time he enters in the future. 

The interest earnings will be 
exempt from the purchaser’s 


federal and state taxes, 
according to the Internal Re- 
venue Service, and you will be 
able to deduct your contribu- 
tion from your income subject 
to Michigan income tax similar 
to the way an IRA previously 
worked on the federal level. 

In addition , the states experi- 
enced money managers can 
take advantage of investment 
opportunities that individual 
investors may not be able to 
utilize. 

I support this program and 
believe it will remove financial 
considerations from the deci- 
sion to attend a college or uni- 
versity in Michigan. Also, gra- 
duating students won't be bur- 
dened as they are today with a 
number of loans to pay back as 
they begin their careers. This 
unique plan, the first of its kind 
in the country, will serve as a 
model for all other states to fol- 


low in an effort to make college

I believe that it 
is our responsibility to provide 
the best education possible for 
our children and will work to- 
ward doing that in the coming 
years. 

The MET is a step in the right 
direction, and I urge you to 
check into this worthwhile 
program that has been de- 
veloped for you and your chil- 
dren.

AIDS 

Fear of the disease 
begins to hit home

The AIDS epidemic is 
knocking at our own back 
doors, and we alt will have to 
learn to live with it. 

To date, 50 cases of 
Aquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome have been re- 
ported in Wayne County, 
according to the Michigan 
Department of Public 
Health, There have been 259 
cases reported in Detroit 
and 582 cases reported in 
Michigan since 1981. 

Because Wayne and Oak- 
land counties have the high- 
est numbers of AIDS cases, 
health experts say it is cru- 
cial for people living in these 
areas to become more 
aware of the disease and 
safe sex practices. 

Area hospitals, clinics, 
counseling centers and 
schools have taken steps to 
ensure that residents re- 
ceive good information ab- 
out AIDS and help overcome 
the stigma often attached to 
the disease. 

Next to the disease itself, 
the stigma and misinforma- 
tion about the disease poses 
the greatest threat to AIDS 
patients, according to a 
counselor at Woodcreek 
Center, in Farmington Hills. 

Eugene Hadwiger said de- 
pression is an important risk 
factor in AIDS patients, and 
much of that depression is 
brought on by the reaction of 
others who have been misin- 
formed about the disease, 

" A study showed that a 
great many of those told 
they have the AIDS virus 
attempt suicide/ 1 Hadwiger 
said. 

Hadwiger counsels those 
who have tested positive for 
the HIV virus and their fami- 
lies, 

Hadwiger said many of his 
patients have not shown 
symptoms of the disease but 
have only tested positive for 
the virus. 

While AIDS has gained the 
most attention recently, not 
everyone who tests positive 
for the virus gets AIDS. 
Once a person is infected 
with the HIV virus, there are 
several possibilities. A pa- 
tient may develop AIDS Re- 
lated Complex, which is less 
severe than AIDS. The pa- 
tient may show no signs of 
infection himself but may 
transmit the virus to others 
who could develop AIDS. 

In the worst case, the pa- 


tient's immune system may 
be destroyed by the virus, 
and other germs, cancers 
and other "opportunistic 
diseases" may take hold, 

AIDS cannot be transmit- 
ted by casual contact. This is 
a fact that is hard to get 
through to some people, 
health officials say. 

Hadwiger said he had a 
patient who told his father 
that he had AIDS. 

"The man's father has not 
touched him since," Hadwi- 
ger said, 

He added that there are 
families who are brought 
closer by such an annouce- 
ment. 

"We have a wonderful 
staff, and no one has ever re- 
fused to take care of an AIDS 
patient, 11 said Melvena 
Blanton, the infection con- 
trol supervisor for Westland 
Medical Center, 

Blanton said the center 
has already been faced with 
taking care of AIDS pa- 
tients, but there have been 
no problems with treating 
them as any other patient. 

AIDS is transmitted 
through an exchange of body 
fluids only. Sexual inter- 
course - either vaginal or 
anal - and sharing a “dirty" 
needle are the most common 
methods of transmission. 

Most medical facilities 
are treating AIDS as any 
other infectious disease - 
although it is more difficult 
to transmit than most others 
- by adopting universal 
blood and body fluids pre- 
cautions. 

Annapolis Hospital, West- 
land Medical Center and 
Beyer Hospital officials 
have all put these measures 
into effect. 

"It's a matter of adopting 
the same, good infection- 
control measures with 
everyone/ 1 said Maureen 
Camps, public relations 


director for the Peoples 
Community Hospital Au- 
thority. in Wayne. 

Universal precautions re- 
quire professional staff to 
wear gloves - a nd m asks a nd 
gowns when necessary - 
whenever they deal with 
blood or body fluids. 

"The best policy is to treat 
every patient as if he or she 
is contagious," Camps said. 

Camps said smaller hos- 
pitals, such as Annapolis 
and Westland Medical Cen- 
ter, would probably not 
handle major AIDS cases 
but would treat the less se- 
vere symptoms of patients. 

"Our goal is to treat the 
symptom they have at the 
time/ 1 Blanton said. 

Hospitals have also 
learned that it is important 
to direct AIDS patients to 
counselors and support 
groups for help in dealing 
with their disease.

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Senseless fears are main AIDS concern, expert says

Misinformation and conflict- 
ing reports have contributed to - 
the confusion -.and irrational 
fears - about acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome. 

The proliferation of new in- 
formation, which often out- 
dates the statements of the 
prior week or month, has left 
many individuals fearful, 
according to Eugene Hadwi- 
ger, a psychotherapist at 
Woodcreek Counseling Center. 
Those fears, in turn, have 
caused people to shun AIDS 
victims at a time when they 
most need the support of their 
families and friends. 

"Studies have revealed that 
AIDS patients respond well to 


touching. The immume sys- 
tems of terminally ill AIDS vic- 
tims were monitored before 
and after touching, and there 
was a noticeable improvement 
after they were touched/ 1 the 
therapist reported. 

However, Hadwiger said, it 
is tragic that at a time when 
AIDS victims most need the 
comfort of a caring touch and 
the support of their friends and 
families, they are shunned and 
avoided by those who fear the 
disease. 

"There are many instances 
when parents find that their 
children have tested positive 
for the AIDS virus that they 
stop touching and hugging 
them," Hadwiger said. 

Among the problems that the 
AIDS victim must face, Hadwi- 


ger said, is a reluctance among 
some professionals to treat 
them. For example, AIDS pa- 
tients have problems in finding 
a dentist to treat them, and it is 
not unusual for funeral direc- 
tors to be wary of handling 
arrangements for victims of 
the disease. In both instances, 
Hadwiger said, the fears are 
based on a real danger - cuts by 
sharp instuments could cause 
infected body fluids to infect 
the person administering ser- 
vices. 

During the past year, Hadwi- 
ger has presented instructional 
programs to health workers to 
help them to overcome un- 
realistic fears regarding the 
disease, and to provide them 
with skills in dealing with the 


unique problems of AIDS vic- 
tims and their families 
Hadwiger, who has counsel- 
ing AIDS victims and their 
families, noted that many peo- 
ple who test positive for the 
virus “turn inward and become 
depressed." Sensitive indi- 
viduals may be consumed with 
self-blame and look upon the 
disease as “God’s wrath and 
punishment for their life 
style." Often, Hadwiger said, 
these people may isolate them- 
selves from others, making a 
decision that their sex life is 
over. On the other hand, some 
AIDS victims have taken the 
"really dangerous step of con- 
tinuing to have sex w r ith many 
partners without informing 
them of the potential danger " 
In counseling sessions, 


Hadw'iger attempts to “turn 
the AIDS victim around 
psychologically, so he will be- 
gin to do things to build up his 
immune system with such 
things as exercising and eating 
more nutritious meals. Hadwi- 
ger uses “visualixation - help- 
ing the person to imagine re- 
building his immune system." 

Acceptance of an AIDS di- 
agnosis is most difficult for 
bisexual males, according to 
Hadwiger. Often the man has 
hidden his homosexual experi- 
ences from those around him - 
perhaps even his w r ife - and the 
diagnosis forces him to reveal 
the past contacts he has had 
and T in turn, acknowledge the 
homosexual aspect of his life, 
Hadwiger said. Most bisexual 


men are "devastated when 
they test positive for AIDS," he 
said. 

Most AIDS patients have 
multiple problems w r hen they 
enter counseling, Hadwiger 
said, In addition, to the de- 
pression that is common to 
most patients, many do not 
have jobs or are unable to 
work. If they are not employed, 
then they do not have insurance 
to pay for their medical treat- 
ment which is “astronomical in 
costs" according to Hadwiger. 
Conseqeuntly many AIDS vic- 
tims are on public assistance, 
he said. 

Hadwiger advocates 
appropriate caution to avoid 
the AIDS virus, and sees the 
“panic as counterproductive to 
dealing with the problem."

Satisfying sweet tooths is 
second nature to this cook 

A l Christmas, she makes 140 dozen cookies for her 
friends, family and neighbors. 

Nancy McGuire does it because it’s something 
she loves to do. 

‘ I like to cook, but I get real enjoyment out of baking,” 
McGuire said. 

She begins baking Christmas cookies at Thanksgiving and 
often'devotes entire days to baking cookies nearer to the 
holiday season. 

McGuire said she takes after her mother in that she loves 
to give things to people. That includes giving much of her 
time. 

She works part time as a nurse at Beyer Memorial Hos- 
pital, in Ypsilanti, and at an allergist’s office in Ypsilanti. 
She also enjoys spending time with her family - husband 
Tom and two sons. 

“I was always a working person,” McGuire said. 

Live changed, however, when McGuire gave birth to her 
first son almost 14 years ago. 

“When you’re used to working, it’s hard to stay home ev- 
ery day," McGuire said. 

She grew up on a farm, where working from sunrise to 
sunset was a normal part of life. 

After her son was born, McGuire began taking cake- 
decorating lessons. During the years, she completed 40 
weeks of classes in cake decorating and now makes cakes 
for weddings, confirmations, graduation and even birth- 
days. 

McGuire said she inherited her love of cooking from her 
mother, who taught her everything she knows. 

“By the seventh grade, I cooked the family meals,” she 
said. “But you have to want to cook. 

"I don’t know why some people can’t cook,” McGuire 
continued. “My mom taught me to appreciate cooking. She 
taught me the patience to cook. 

“Don't hurry things up,” McGuire offered as advice. “It 
takes time to cook. The quicker you cook something, the 
tougher it is.” 

Even with her busy life, she finds time for cooking and 
helping her aunt cater as a hobby. McGuire had served as 
president of the PTO in Belleville, until she finally decided 
she had to give something up. 

“My time has to be very organized,” she explained. 

To make wedding cakes, McGuire plans ahead. The 
layers are baked in advance and frozen. 

Time is then allowed for the layers to return to room 
temperature before decorating. 

In making roses for the cake, McGuire makes them in 
advance and sets them aside to dry, so they can be handled 
She smooths her frosting by using a hot knife and by dip- 
ping the knife in hot water. 

She also assembles the cake once at home and again once 
it is transported. This helps make sure the cake will be 
level. 

McGuire’s love of cooking has worn off on her oldest son, 
who won a school cooking contest with mom’s “Chocolate 
Delight” recipe. 

Her son has also surprised her by preparing dinner while 
she is working at the doctor’s office. 

“It won’t hurt him to know how to cook,” McGuire said. 
McGuire says experimenting with new recipes and mak- 
ing them work for her is one of her favorite hobbies.

Educating in 
our schools 

While hospitals have taken 
precautions in treating pa- 
tients who might be infected, 
schools are setting up curri- 
cula for educating students 
about the disease and how it 
is transmitted. 

* Area boards of education 
have poured over materials 
on AIDS education, and most 
have adopted similar policies 
which include education ab- 
out AIDS at the junior and 
senior high school levels. In 
dealing with students who 
might develop the AIDS 
virus, school district officials 
have decided to deal on a 
case-by-case basis. 

‘The policy goes along per- 
fectly with the policies set for 
sex education/" Wayne- 
■ Westland School Board 
member Kathleen Chorba- 
gian said earlier. 

She added that she wanted 


her children to be scared to 
death of AIDS because it is 
such a life-or-desth situation. 

Hadwiger said education is 
often an important part of his 
job as a counselor He said 
the first thing he discusses 
with patients is who should be 
told about the disease and 
which safe sex practices 
should be observed 

“Confidentiality 4s a very 
important issue. They don't 
want to tell anyone/' Hadwi- 
ger said. “When that is the 
case, 1 am very adamant ab- 
out safe sex practices.’* 

Hadwiger also teaches a 
course on AIDS in Southfield 
The class is popular with 
nurses and other health pro- 
fessionals. 

Most of the health officials 
interviewed said they are be- 
ginning to see more people in- 
fected with the virus and ex- 
pect to see even more in the 
future. 

Blanton said she expects to 
see more AIDS patients at 
Westland Medical Center. 
She added that there have 
probably been more of them 
there than she realized

Cream butter with brawn sugar. Add flour 
and nuts to make crumb mixture. Reserve l 
cup of mixture for topping. Press remainder 
in 8- inch, square pan. Bake at 350 degrees for 
12 to 15 minutes until light brown. Blend 
sugar and cream cheese until smooth. Add 
egg, milk, lemon juice and vanilla. Beat 
well. Spread over baked crust. Sprinkle with 
rest of crumb mixture. Rake at 350 degrees 
for 25 minutes. Cool and cut into squares.

‘Expectant fathers’ receive added time off

The Wayne County govern- 
ment is now offering employees 
who become new fathers the op- 
tion of taking a leave of absence 
to be with their children. 

In addition, a few local cor- 
porations are allowing similar 
types of unpaid leaves for their 
employees. 

In the past, only female em- 
ployees were entitled to take 
personal leave without pay fur a 
period of up to six months fol- 
lowing the birth or adoption of a 
child Now fathers will also be 
eligible for such personal leave, 
according to a new policy prop- 
osed by Wayne County Execu- 
tive Edward McNamara. 

“In essence, we are providing 
equal opportunity for fathers,” 
said McNamara; ”1 feel it is 
time we make this option avail- 
able to both parents, especially 
since dual-career families are 
more common than the old- 
fashioned, stereotyped, 'dad 
works and mom stays home’ 
families." 

Richard Egli, administrative 
assistant for community rela- 
tions for the Plymouth-Canton 
school district, said the district 
has a policy allowing for up to a

year off for personal leave. 

Egli said the district has 
offered a policy to all employees 
for this type of personal leave. 

“We certainly feel it’s 
appropriate.” he said. 

School officials recently 
granted a leave to teacher Ron 
Zang. Zang teaches the talented 
and gifted program at Central 
M iddle School, in the Plymouth- 
Canton school district. 

Pat Kramer, Zang’s wife, 
said she plans to continue work- 
ing as a midwife, even though 
her children are small. Their 
children are ages 10 months, 5 
years and 7. 

“We decided one of us needs 
to be here all the time," Kramer 
said. 

The two are also teaching the 
children at home, and both pa- 


rents feel the need to spend time 
with the children. 

“Neither one of us wants to be 
away from them as much as a 
full-time job would keep us 
away,” Kramer said. 

Officials from other major 
employers in the area say they 
have no policy allowing for this 
type of leave. However, em- 
ployees can use their personal 
or vacation time, 

“There’s no policy for 
maternity leave - it’s personal 
time,” said Jim Trainor, a 
spokesman for the Ford Motor 
Co, “ I n rare cases, an employee 
could get some extended time 
off." 

At the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority, employees 
can apply for a leave of absence 
in writing, according to Mau- 


reen Camps, director of com- 
munity relations. 

Each request for leave is ev- 
aluated by administrators, who 
may or may not grant the leave. 

With this type of leave, the 
employee’s position is not 
guaranteed when he leaves, 
Camps said. But the employee 
is put on a recall list for the next 
opening. 

Wayne County employees will 
be guaranteed their positions 
when returning from a leave, 
according to Barbara Rickert, 
spokesperson for the Wayne 
County executive’s office. 

Studies have shown that the 
three- to six-month period im- 
mediately following the birth of 
a child is extremely important 
in the bonding process between 
mother and the child. 

In cases where it is not prac- 
tical for the mother to remain at 
home - whether it is for finan- 
cial reasons, career interrup- 
tions or personal choice - the 
father should have the oppor- 
tunity to take care of the new 
family member, McNamara 
said. 

However, no requests have 
been submitted yet for the new 
leave, according to Rickert. 

“Mr. McNamara is con- 
cerned about women’s issues, 
and he felt the option should be 
available,” she said.

Covered enthusiasm weakens market 


The market statistics of this 
week will only add to the confu- 
sion for future market direc : 
tion. The market data from last 
week may be obscured by 
buyers who had sold put op- 
tions and future put options* 

With the image of Oct. 19 
fresh in their mind, they cre- 
ated the Friday buying 
strength (covering enthu- 
siasm) in hopes of cutting possi- 
ble future losses. 

For this week, interest rates 
will move in narrower ranges, 
with a downward bias. Gold 
and silver prices will move 
higher, as inflation fears begin 
to surface* 

This week, short-term trad- 
ers will open the session willing 
to hold current positions but 
will be ready to move to the 
sell-side on any market weak- 
ness. 



Intermediate-term traders 
are sitting on the sidelines, 
with little interest in this unset- 
tled market. 

Long-term traders will be on 
the sell-side, looking for the 
opportunity to vacate the 
market. 

The market this week will 
open mixed. Players are un- 
sure as to what market group 
will direct the movement of 
sentiment. The slight recovery 
of Friday will be difficult to 
carry over the session. The 
market will weaken in the mid- 


dle of the week and end with a 
downward bias. 

SPECIAL: In 1962, the mar- 
ket correct 30 percent.

Substance abuse series planned at mall 


Shoppers at Westland Center 
will find more than merchants 
and merchandise at the mall 
next week.

KIDS KNOW! is a public ser- 
vice campaign sponsored by the 
International Council of Shop- 
ping Centers, a 23,00th member 
trade association based in New 
York, The program is designed 
to educate kids and their fami- 
lies about the dangers of drug 
and alcohol abuse, to help kids 
make a commitment to them- 
selves and their friends and to 
guide kids and their families to 
the appropriate community re- 
sources for help if it is needed, 
promoters said.
